 Yrſt, God's Witneſs-bearing againſt the Perſon 
and Office, inthe {erting up of a Power to bring 
down both together ; Which appeared firſt in his 
pretence with them,cnabling them ro overcome all dit- 
ficulcies, and proſperiog all their undertakings. Second- 
ly,in cartying them our ( beyond their own primary In- 
tcntions) to at and / mer the great Changes that 
have been made, expoſing themſelves thereby to hazard 
beyond the courle of humane prudence, 

Theaboliſhing of the Hierarchy Root and Branch, the 
Liturgic,and the Houſe of Pcers, and the eſtabliſhing of 
Liberty for Tender Conſciences, were never mentioned 
as grounds of the Quarrel upon which the war opened; 
neither did the Quarrel extend in its Original to the 

Perſon or Office of King : Nothing: appeared in the 

Quarrel at firſt, but the Queſtions concerning the right 
| of exerciſing the cMilitiagthe Negateue Vote, andihe re- 
y moval of ill Councel,. &c. The other points were 
brought iaro the. Quarrel in he progreſs of the Conteſt, 
by a higher Hand of Providence then Man's purpoſe ; 
And therefore what the Lord, by the Footſteps of his 
own peculiar Deſigning Providences, hath aboliſhed, 
(not by-Caſualty of Warre, but by Judgment of Law 
(grounded-upon Neceſſity and Duty.) againſt the very 
thivgs ſo aboliſhed , as inconſiftent with the common 
good and welfare of the Nation ) - Man ſhould not pre- 
{ume to {et up. | 
| The Common Adverſary confefle the Points aforeſaid 
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not to be in the Root of the Quarrel ; and therefore argue 
for the re-eſtabliſhing of them, as of things diſcompoled 
in the Heat and Fury of War; And to acquieſce in the 
paining of thoſe other Points, which were declared to be 
the ground of the Quartel ( That the Parliaments baving 
the Exerciſe of the eMilitia,and no Negatrue Vote upon them, 
&c.) and ſo to acquit thoſe things, wherein God's De- 
tign did moſt appear,and wherin his Intereſt 1s moſt con- 
cerned, Ir is very obſervable, That thoſe who arc moſt 
for the reviving of that Office and Title (ſome few ho- 
neſt-minded and plaia-hearted perſons excepted) are 
likewiſe known to bein their Spirits and Aﬀec&ions, as 
earneſt to have the Hierarchic and Liturgie reſumed, 
and the Door of Chriſtian Liberty (now open) ſhut up : 
Nay, there is ſcarce a man to be found, who hath been 
of the adverſe party. (although he now ſeemes te cloſe 
with the. preſent Government ) but he is declaratively 
for the ſetting upof this Office , and a friend to thoſe 
other Powers of the Hierarchy, Peerage, and Prayer- 
Book ; ſo thatthe deſign of ſerting up this Office, ſeemes 
to be 10 order to bring inthoſe other Powers by degrees,as 
rhe People may be prepared and inclined to receive them; 
And the perſons who are fo carneſt for it, . to be immex- 
ced 1n the very Prixciples-and Intereſt of the Cavalcers, 
and probably, many of them at unawares to themſelves, 
pot conſidering that this Office, and theſe Powers, are 
ſuch inſeparable Twins, and ſoneceflarily co-exiſtenr, 
that the one cannot ſtand without the other in point of 
power, although Names and Forms may be a little va- 
ryed to-dejude the people : - And that the preſent thing 
now inſiſted upen (t:z,Kingfhip) ſeemes tobe but an 
Efſaytotry the AﬀeRions and Temper of the People,whe- 
ther they.may be wrought by degrees to bear the intro- 
ducing and reviving of thoſe other Powers, which 'are 
neceflary to ſupport this, and theretrenching thoſe 
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Chriſtian and Civil C22 Pl which God by a 
high band hath reſtored unto themyby forcing them 
from thoſe hands that had uſurped them, well know- 
ing, thatifthe whole Deſign of (etting up the Hie- 
rarchy, Liturgy, Peerage, Reſiraint of Liberty of 
Conlcience,&c.be brought to open view at once,the 
time will notbearit 3 and therefore,one part of the 
deſign muſt uſher in another, And this Method 
ſeems to be grounded upon very good policy ; for by 
gaining one point of thedeſign undiſcerned, theop- 
poſire party 1s weakned , Becauſe in the Contcſt 
tome will be ſo zealous as roquit their Imploy- 
ments in Publick Tru, rather rhen conſent to, or 
own that one ſtep towards the Common Enemies 
ation,and fair pretenſfions will be found or framed 
for removal of others ; The ſecond ſtep will ſhake 
off ſome of thoſe whoſe Credulity led them to con- 
ſent to the firſt; Sothat by ſuch tteps and degrees 
of proceeding, all ſuch as have been faithfull ro the 
Intereſt of God and their Countrey in the- time of 


- the late Warrs, (in oppoſition ro the ſaid uſurped 


and Tyrannical Powers) and are now in power in 
the Armies, and-in other Publick Truſt, will be in- 
{enſibly removed, and thereby the National Power 
and Incereſt will be transferred-into the handsof the 
Deſigners and their Party, 


Secondly, The impulſe upon'the Spirits of very 
many Conſcientious Mep,. (whoſe hearts God was 
plealed to engage to hazard. their Lives: in 'the 
Quarrel, To declare againſt the Reviving of the 
ſaid Office and Title, though they never commu- 
nicated their. thoughts-ta one 8Epther. in that mar- 
rer,/is accounted by. ſome: ſ{erioys: Menz'a Higher 
Reaſon agaivkk it, Then the reaſoHhings 6 Mar cau

+eforit, How ſhall we es the knowledg of 
.the Mind of God in things of this nature, bur ei- 
- ther by obſerving and acquieſcing in the: paſſages 
of his Providence touching the thing in queſtion, 
,or by inquiring what the impulſe of þ1s Spirit doth 
fix upon the hearts of his People, And how can 
we expe that God will eftablith and proſper char 
which his People-have nor a heart to pray for. 


-Thirdly ,-The reviving of the faid* Office and 
Title will -adminiſter occafion of boaſting*ro the 
whole party, that have been Adverſaries in the 
-Quarrel, and of caſting a Reproach to thoſe thar 
have been faithful ro God and their Countrey, 
They will ſay, That they fought ro maintain the 
ſaid Office, and a Government by a King, and thar 
now it is found by experience, even by thoſe thar 
fought agaiuſt the King, That the ſetting up of that 
Office is neceſſary, and that no ſettlement can be 
expected without it: Andtherefore, ſay they, the 
blood ſpilet, and depredations made in the lare 
'Warrs, lyes upon the Long- Parliament, that made 
Warr againſt the King, and upon thole that fought 
on their (ide in that VVar, And what hath a plain 
honeſt-hearred man to (ay againſt fuch reproachſull 
Arguments, if the Office be re-eſtabliſhed. 


. Fourthly, The ſetting up of the Office in Terms, 
makes the ſettlement hereditary, and by Law nor 
forfeitable, and therefore gives life to Ch. St. his 
perſonal claim of being King over theſe Nations as 
his right by Law ; And the ground of that Fami- 
lies Claim to the Government being thereby revi- 
ved, itopens a way; and gives a colourable foun- 
dation for all his Ailyes to declare for him, and to 

give 
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ive him an aſſiſtance to be re-inveſted in that Of. 
fice, unto which che Law of the Land intitles him, 
whereunto they will hold themſelves engaged as 
they would expe the Aflifiance of their Neigh. 
bour-Princes ro be maintained in their Rights 
againſt any Uſurpation : Whereas while-the Peo. 
ple have made ehoice of, and by Parliament (being 
the Supream Authority of the Nation) eſtabliſhed, 
another Government, his Claim, grounded upon 
the Lawes, is.thereby extinguiſhed, and no Prince 
hath any colourable Caule. to declare for him ; 
Government being for the People, and the qualifi- 
cation thereof being in their choice and power, -. 


- Fifthly ; the eſtabliſhing the Office in Terms,” 
makes way for an Ae of Reſumprion, and thereby 

the unſertling of che Eſtates, and ruining of many of 

thouſands of Families in theſe Nations ;- it being a 

Tenent among Lawyers, That the Crown cannot be' 
forfeited, nor the Revenue thereof -alienated, Bur 
while no King, po Czown; andſo no Law to ground 

an A of Reſumprion upen ; Far the Title and- 
Power of our preſent Chief Magiſtrate doth clearly 
make the Government appear to be upon a new 
and Popular eſtabliſhment; and therefore he can 
claim nothing by the Ancient Rights of the Crown. . 
And it is not improbable, that ſome politick aQive 
Men (who have notbeert\tharqugk Friends to our + 
Common Cauſe, nor to the Inſtruments that car- 
ried it on) may deſign ſuch a way for eſtabliſhing a 
Publick Revenue, and clearing their own Eftates 
from Taxes, And likewiſe to diſhearten the free 
People of the Land from future ſtanding by their + 
Repreſentatives in Parliament, in the maintenance 
of National Priviledges, and oppoſing of 'ſyranny, 

by » 


. by taking from them the price of their blood, and 


their due recompence for their many years Labour 


_ and'Service. And although this Reſumption cannor 
well be accompliſhed, untill the Army be headed 
with Men of that Royal Principle, yet there will be 
at preſentby cſiabliſhing rhar Office, a Foundation 
for ſuch Reſumptionz And an ingagement upon 
the Supream Magiſtrate, to pur the .pawer of his 
Army,aud the Miniſtration of Juſtice intothe hands 
of men of ſuch Principles, for the reaſon mentioned 
in the ſixth Argument, - 


Sixthly, Ir may occaſion his Highneſs or his Suc- 
ceſſours to withdraw their AﬀeRions and Confi- 
dence from their beſt and firmeſt Fricnds, unto 
thoſe that were the Common Enemies in the late 


Quarrel ; It being natural for every man to indulge 
rhoſe that fought for that Intereſt in which he is in- | 


veſted, and wherein his ſafety (when inveſted) lyes; 
and todiffide in thoſe that have ingaged againſt the 
perſon of the King, and have been Inſtruments to 
aboliſh the Office, 
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
